To Save Rubber 


OTTAWA, March 11 — (CP) — 
* Broad powers of control over all 
forms of commercial motor trans- 
portation have been conferred up- 
on James Stewart, administrator 
of services under the wartime 
prices and trade board, the board 
announced Tuesday night. 

“Plans are already well under 
way,” the statement said, “drasti- 
cally to cut down empty running 
or running without full loads, and 
to concentrate equipment and give 
priority to essential services.” 

. The order, prepared in collabor- 
ation with the wartime industries 
control board in the department of 
munitions and supply, has for its 
main objective the maximum con- 
servation on rubber, oil and auto 
motive equipment, and to ensure 
the maintenance of essential ser- 
vices. 


SERVICES AFFECTED 

It eovers all forms of commercial 
truck and transport services and 
facilities, ordinary taxicabs and 
“drive yourself” cabs. 

The only exception to the control 
is busses licensed by provincial or 
municipa] authorities to carry pass- 
engeérs on a defined route. 

The administrator of services is 
given power to regulate, control, 
restrict or prohibit the use and 
operation of any commercial auto- 
motive vehicle and to prescribe 
rates, routes or loads and contro} 
empty or “dead” running time. 

He may require any person own- 
ing or controlling commercial auto- 

motive equipment to pool his equip: 
ment and facilities with other per- 
sons, to accept and carry specified 
loads or otherwise operate his 
equipment as the administrator may 
direct.

LONDON, March 11. — 
(CP) — Prime Minister 
Churchill repeated today Bri- 
tain’s promise of Dominion 
status for imperilled India 
after the war and announced 
that Sir Stafford Cripps 
would go to India to seek as- 
surance that a precise plan 
already drafted by London 
would gain general Indian 
acceptance. 

The promise of Indian self-gov- 
ernment within the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations after the 
war, first made in August, 1940, so 
far has failed to mollify Indian 
Nationalists, 

But Mr. Churchill, in a long- 
awaited statement to the House of 
Commons, disclosed the govern- 
ment, in order to “clothe these 
general declarations with precision 
and to convince all classes, races 
and creeds in India of our sincere 
resolve,” had gone a step forward 
and agreed to a detailed plan.

Victory Loan 
Now Close To 
Billion Mark 


OTTAWA, March 11—(CP)— 
Latest tally in Canada’s second 
Victory Loan shows a national 
totel of $979,217,100, the national 
war finance committee said today. 
The figures compiled at 9 a.m. 
M.D.T. showed cash subscriptions 
Of $827,099,100 and conversions of 
$152,116,000. 

It is expected to take about four 
weeks to compile final totals. the 
number of subscribers recorded up 
to today is 1,506,401. 

Returns since Sunday show that 
199,885 more employees of factories, 
stores and offices have been added 
to the total together with 106,148 to 
the subscriptions arising out of the 
general! canvass, said the committee. 
The cumulative total of subscrip- 
tions under the employee canvass 
stands at 674,221 for a total of $60,- 
281,350. 

GENERAL CANVASS 

In the general canvass more than 
800,000 people subscribed an aver- 
age of approximately $320 each. 
Numerous seturns from the ‘large: 
plants and factories in the major 
industrial areas yet remain to be 
compiled but loan officials an- 
nounced the gross figure of $979, 
217,100, though subject to adjust-

Finish Of War 
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‘Brazil Seen 
Preparing To 
Declare War

RIO DE JANEIRO, March 11— 

(BUP)—Brasil was believed to- 
day te be preparing to declare 
war against the Axis. 

President Getulio Vargas signed 
a measure which will give him 
power to issue such a declaration 
in event he finds it necessary for 
Brazil's defence. 


Simultaneously, it was understood 
that all Brazilian shipping had been 
ordered into the nearest port, pre- 
sumably for the purpose of taking 
measures to protect them against 
the growing menace of submarine 
attacks. 

Vargas signed a constitutional 
amendment giving him power to de- 
clare war when “the defence of the 
state makes it necessary to use arm- 
ed forces.” 

The order to all Brazilian ship- 
ping followed the sinking of four 
Brasilian merchant ships in less 
than a menth and indications of 
increasing danger to shipping be- 
tween Brasil and the United 
States, ! 

Most Brazilian ships on the high 
seas are not camouflaged or other- 
wise equipped to meet the menace 
of attack. Orders that all ships be 
camouflaged have been issued but 
most of the ships have not yet'put 
into ports.

Civic Workers 
Balloting On 
Living Bonus 


Balloting on acceptance of city 
council's offer of payment of a 
$2 and $1 weekly cost-of-living 
bonus to civic employees is pro- 
ceeding rapidly and is expected to 
be completed by the end of this 
week, i¢ was announced by 8 
union official Wednesday. 

The vote is being taken by in- 
dividual unions and is secret, It is 
anticipated that the vote will be 
completed by Thursday night, and 
tabulation of the ballots started Fri- 
day. 

More than 1,500 civic employees 
and employees of associated boards 
are expected to participate in the 
bonus payment, City Comptroller A. 
A. Campbell stated. 


SURVEY OF STAFF 

A survey of the civic staff re- 
vealed that only 173 employees will 
be in the class of unmarried with- 
out dependents, and 1,212 in the 
married and single, with depend- 
ents, classes. This figure does not 
include employees of the Hospital 
Board. It is anticipated that 200 
employees of this board will come 
under the cost-of-living bonus pay- 
ment. 

No decision has been reached on 
whether or not nurses at the hos- 
pital will be paid the bonus. It is 
pointed out.that they are boarded 
and housed by the hospital, and 
in consequence the increase in the 
cost of living has not affected them, 
except as to personal purchases 
such as stockings and other articles 
of wearing apparel, and cosmetics. 


THE COsT 

Commissioner John Hodgson 
stated Wednesday that the cost of 
the bonus payment to the city, if 
the council's offer is accepted by 
the employees, would be $140,000. 
Union officials expressed confi- 
dence that the employees would 
vote for acceptance of the offer by 
a wide margin.

—_—_——_—- n+ «= By using Canadian ports and 


Blum Puts War 
Blame On Axis

RIOM, Unoccupled France, 
March 11—(AP)—Leon Blum, 
former Popular Front _ premier 
and s defendant, definitely told 
the war responsibility trial today 
that the Axis nations were gullty 
of starting the war. 

“The world public conscience ' 
knows without any need of a su- 
preme court where lies the respon- 
sibility of war,” he declared. 

“The Axis refusal to agree to 
disarmament in 1936 proved that 
they did not want to avoid war,” 
he told the court before which he 
and five other leaders of the Third 
Republic are being tried. 

Describing how he had received 
a representative of Berlin after he 
took the premier'’s office in an ef- 
fort to negotiate mutual disarma- 
ment, he said, “I could have told 
him, ‘I, a Marxist, I, a Jew, will not 
enter into conversations with a 
state which is persecuting Social- 
ists and making martyrs of Jews.’” 

“But then I would have failed 
in my offielal duty. Instead, 1 
agreed to enter into conversa- 
tions"—which failed, he added. 

“Today 1 am considered a war- 
monger. I was once a_ pacifist 
When pacifists like myesif saw the 
independence of the nation men- 
aced by aggression we saw it was 
necessary to arm the nation.”

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Nazi Battleship Tirpitz Attacked 


Planes Of 


Navy Blast 
At Vessel

LONDON, March 11. — 
(BUP) — The Admiralty re- 
vealed tonight that British 
naval planes carried out a 
torpedo attack upon the huge 
Nazi battleship Tirpitz, sister 
ship of the sunken Bismarck, 
and forced the German war- 
ship to fall back toward the 
Norwegian coast under a pro- 
tective smokescreen. 

Two British planes were lost In 
the attack, which occurred Mon- 
day, and it was not possible to 
observe definitely the results of 
the air assault, the admiralty said. 

Efforts by British warships to 
contact the Tirpitz and engage it 
in battle failed, the communique 
revealed, 

The action occurred off Norway, 
the admiralty said, and the attack 
was launched when the Tirpitz was 
observed by reconnaissance to have 
left her berth at Trondheim and to 
be proceeding north along the Nor- 
wegian coast. 

The action was the first combat 
operation in which the Tirpitz is 
known to have been engaged. The 
dreadnaught is officially rated as 
35,000 tons but is believed, like the 
ill-fated Bismarck, to be consider- 
ably overweight, possibly bulking 
as large as 50,000 tons, 

The admiralty reported that what- 
ever the result of the attack on the 
Tirpitz, the Nazi warship had been 
prevented from attacking a British 
convoy. 
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Main Strength 
Of Jap Fleet Is 


Not Impaired 


LONDON, March 11— (CP) — 
An authoritative source said to- 
day the strength of the main 
Japanese fleet “has not been im- 
paired” by operations thus far in 
the Pacific war. 

He said the Japanese “general 
command of the sea,” supported 
from the air, “allows them to ex- 
ploit their successes in any direc- 
tion they choose.” 

The loss of Rangoon, he declared, 
had left the Indian Ocean “un- 
covered,” and he added: 


MAY HIT AUSTRALIA 

“Japanese forces may be expected 
to attack our trade and transport 
and may extend their activities as 
far as Ceylon, On the other hand 
they may concentrate their of- 
fensive on Darwin (Australia), or 
extend their operations further to 
the east, towards Fiji.” 

He indicated it was considered 
unlikely the Japanese would move 
in three directions 

As far as Britain had observed, he 
said, the main Japanese fleet so 
far has not been employed to a 
great extent. But he emphasized 
the constant lengthening of the Jap- 
anese ocean supply lines, and de~ 
clared experience has shown that 
warships cannot operate for any 
considerable time away from their 
main naval bases.

“We should ill serve the common 
cause if we made a declaration 
jwhich would be rejected by essen- 
jtial elements in the Indian world 
and which would provoke fierce 
communal disputes at the moment 
when the enemy is at the gates of 
India,” he said. 

Sir Stafford, who hag returned 
from the ambassadorship to Russia 
to become Lord Privy Seal and who 
fs known as a proponent of Indian 
self-government, has the task to 
procure in India “the necessary 
measure of assent, not only from 
the Hindu majority, but also from 
those great minorities amongst 
which the Moslems are the most 
numerous and on many grounds 
pre-eminent,” Mr, Churchill an- 
nounced, 


TO SEE WAVELL 


“We must remember that India 
has a great part to play in the world 
struggle for freedom, and that her 
help must be extended in loyal 
comradeship to follow the Chinese 
people who have fought alone,” he 
declared. 

Accordingly, Sir Stafford will also 
confer with Gen, Sir Archibald 
Wavell, the commander in India, on 
the military situation. 

Sir Stafford, a member of the 
war cabinet, had volunteered for 
the task, Mr. Churchill added, and 
goes with “the full confidence of 
the government.” 


Mr. Churchill plainly indicated 
the cabinet had struggled with a 
thorny problem, with the majority 
Congress party in India demand- 
ing unconditional freedom for all 
India, and leaders of the Moslem 
minority, from whom Britain draws 
some of her best Indian fighting 
men, threatening on the other hand 
to revolt if they are not granted a 
special autonomous status. 

The cabinet had reached conclu- 
sions as to how..these clashing views 
could be reconciled while a new 
consti'ution is being set up, he said, 
but he did not disclose what they 
were. 

The proposal also provided that 
India should have freedom and 
equality with the United Kingdom 
and other dominions under a con- 
stitution to be framed by the In- | 
dians themselves, 

Sir Stafford, he said, will satisfy 
himself during his visit by per- 
sonal consultations that the con- 
clusions on which the govern- 
ment had agreed are 2 final solu- 
tion of the problem. 

Sir Stafford's place as leader of 
the house will be filled during his 
absence by Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden. 

The crisis in the affairs of India 
as a result of the Japanese ad- 
vance, he declared, has made 
Britain wish to rally all the forces 
of Indian life to free the land from 
the’ menace of the Invader. 

MUST WIN ACCEPTANCE 

He said Britain must assure her- | 
self that the proposed scheme would 
“win a reasonable and practical 
measure of acceptance and thus 
prompt the concentration of al! In- 
dian thought and energies upon the 
defence of their native soil.” 

He added that pending this as- 
surance the government would con- 
tinue discussions of the Indian ques- 
tion “on the basis of new conclu- 
sions at which the war cabinet has 
unitedly arrived.” 

He expressed the wish that “no 
word be spoken and no debate be 
held either here or in India which 
would add to Sir Stafford Cripps’ 
burden or lessen the prospects of 
a good result from his mission.” 

He pointed out that the govern- 
ment, in a genera] statement in 
August, 1940, promised Dominion 
Status and a new constitution to In- | 
dia “as soon as possible after the 
war.” 

“In order to clothe these general 
declarations with precision and to 
convince all classes, races and 
creeds of our sincere resolve,” he 
added, “the war cabinet have 
agreed unitedly upon conclusions 
for present and fulure action which, 
if accepted by India as a whole, 
would avoid the alternative dang- 
ers—dangers cither that the resist- 
ance of a powerful minority might 
impose an indefinite veo on the} 
wishes of the majority or that a 
majority decision might be taken 
which would be resisted to the point 
of destructive internal harmony 
and be fatal to the setting up of a 
new constitution.”

This pledge was interpreted in 
London as going beyond the Octo- 
ber proposal. Still the leaders of the 
Nationalist party held out for m- 
dependence. 


INVITED TO COUNCIL 

On Feb, 12, 1942, the British gov- 
ernment invited India to sit in on 
high strategy of the Empire througn 
representation in the war cabinet 
and the Pacific war council. 
Chiang Kai-Shek, the Chinese 
leader, meanwhile toured India and 
talked with her native leaders. He 
told the Indian people that he 
“hopes and believes that Britain, 
without waiting for any demand oa 
the part of the Indian pzople, will 
as speedily as possible give them 
real political power.” 

He declared he hoped the peo- 
ple of China and their brethren of 
India would co-operate together 
wholeheartedly with the Allies.

These notes wili 
contain the form of the question 
on the release of the government 
from past commitments respecting 
methods of raising men-for military 


| service. 


He will be entitled to cast his 
vote before any commissioned of- 
ficer of his unit for that purpose. 
The voting place in each unit 
must be opened at least three 
hours between 9 am. and 9 p.m. 
on each of the voting days allowed 
for active service voters. 

Appearing before the commis- 
sioned officer to vote, the voter 
will sign a detlaration giving his 
name, rank and number and assur- 
ing that he is a British subject and 
has not previously voted at the 
pending plebiscite. He will also 
declare his ordinary place of resi- 
dence in Canada before he joined 
the forces. 


RETURNING OFFICER HERE 

After he has secretly cast his vote 
by placing an “X” in one of the 
Spaces on the ballot paper after the 
word “Yes” or “No” the voter will 
fold his ballot paper and, in full 
view of the commissioned officer, 
will place it in an inner envelope 
which will be provided. He will 
hand his envelope to the officer 
after jt has been sealed.

CARRY WAR TO ENEMY 

It looks like a hard fight. The 
ferocity of the latest Australian air 
force attacks on the Japanese in- 


vaders of New Guinea attests to the 
Allied determination to carry the 
war to the enemy. The Japanese 
have the initial advantage in the 
air and at sea, but the test is 
whether they can hold it long 
enough to get the desired foothoid 
on the Australian continent. 

It is no secret now that Ameri- 
can aid is reaching Australia in 
quantity. Not only are heavy bomb- 
ers arriving, but the’ badly-needed 
fighter planes, which must be 
ferried by ship from the United 
States, It was lack of fighter planes 
which caused the American Flying 
Fortresses to withdraw from Java. 
Now, according to Australian an- 
nouncement, planes from “other 
fronts” have joined in the battle 
of Australia, 

The defenders have a difficult 
task in that there are thousands 
of miles of coast line to protect. 
Northern territory alone, where 
Darwin is situated, has a sea 
frontage of more than 1,000 miles, 
mostly low and flat with sandy 
beaches. The enemy, from Timor 
and New Guinea, has the advan- 
tage of being able to select his 
landing place at any unpredict- 
ed spot. The coast has to be 
watched from Broome in the west 
to Cape York in the east. 

The enemy commands Torres 
Strait, between New Guinea and 
Australia proper. It would be im- 
practical for the Allies to get naval 
aid to Darwin except by the long 
route around the Indian ocean Coast 
of Australia. 

From New Guinea the Japanese 
have only the 200-mile wide strait 
to cross to reach the Australian 
mainland. ‘The Prince of Wales

THURSDAY ISLAND 

Chief of them is Thursday Island 
(reputedly named by Capt, Bligh, 
of the Bounty). It has an excel-

Wheat Program 
Aid To Farmer

The amendment was proposed by 
Rev, T. C, Douglas (C.C.F, Wey-| 
burn), on second reading of a gov- 
ernment bill to raise the guaranteed 
wheat price from 70 to 90 cents, 
basis No. 1 Northern at Fort Wil- 
liam, It read: 

“That this bill be not now read 
a second time but that it be resoly- 
ed that the disregarding by this 
parliament of the modest repre- 
sentations made by western agri- 
culture for a parity price for all 
agricultural products and an initial 
payment of at least $1 per bushel for 
No. 1 Northern basis Fort William 
is, contrary to the peace, order and 
good government of Canada.” 

Taking direct issue with the 
amendment Mr, Gardiner argued 
that most of the representations 
of the western delegation had 
been adopted by the government 
and that none of them had been 
disregarded.

WAR HAS CHANGED 

The war in the air has changed 
since Bishop streaked the skies of 
France and Flanders, the greatest 
combat fighter of all time. Despite 
the radical changes brought 
about, the fundamentals are the 
same, Courage must ride in the 
cockpit just as it rode there a 
quarter of a century ago. Nieu- 
ports have yielded place to 
Douglas bombers, Spitfires, Hur- 
ricanes and Flying Fortresses. But 
the human element hasn’t chang- 
ed. The air hes speeded up to a 
400-mile-an-hour tempo, but in 
the last analysis, it is the human 
equation that determines aerial 
duels. 

Today, even the targets have 
changed. Instead of shooting 
down “sausage” observation bal- 
loons, the pilots point their 
planes toward battleships. The 
locale is changed. There are still 
many Canadians flying in Eur- 
opean skies, 

But United States airmen are in 
action in the Pacific; Yanks are 
over the Burma road and Can- 
ucks, Sammies, Aussies, Nether- 
landers, Free French and others 
are locked in mortal combat to 
down the tripartite Rome-Berlin- 
Tokyo axis. 

CAPTAINS DEPART 

The names of most of the cap- 
tains of the clouds of 1914-1918 
are legends today. But “Billy”

face than when the war broke out 
in 1914... Then he was lean, 
and hard, and he was 20, a slim 
cadet at the Royal Military Col- 
lege in Kingston, Ontario. He quit 
and enlisted in the Canadian 
Mounted Rifles, was sent to Enge 
land on a cattle boat, and within 
four years had won just about 
every decoration the British and 
French governe 
ments could cone 
fer for gallantry. 

. In July, 1915, 
Billy saw a plane 
landing while he 
was leading his 
horse through 
the mud of an 
wa English country- 
side. “I'm going 
to get out of this 
mud,” he deter- 
mined, The next 
day he asked for 
a transfer to the 
Royal Flying 
Corps, then con- 
sidered the most 
hazardous branch 
of the service. ,. 
For several 
months he rode 
in planes as an 
observer, check- 
ing artillery fire 
and making pictures.... He 
went to a hospital when his pilot 
crashed the machine in a land- 
ing, and Billy’s kneecap was 
emashed. . . . When he got out, 
he still wanted to fly, and was 
sent to an air school in England. 
+. . It wasn’t until March, 1917, 
that he was appointed a pilot in 
the 60th squadron of the RFC. 
And then he began to fight. 

He opened his scoring against 
the enemy on March 25, knock- 
ing down his first German plane 
and almost crashing behind the 
enemy lines when his engine froze 


up. He managed to glide to a | 


landing in safe teritory. Flying 
and fighting were in his blood, 
then, and on April 7, single- 
handed, he attacked an enemy 
observation balloon, shooting it 
down after he had disposed of a 
fighting plane guarding it... He 
won his first decoration for that 
exploit—the Military Cross... . 
Next day, on Easter Sunday, he 
engaged eight enemy planes, de- 
stroyed two, shot down another 
balloon, and dispersed the six 
remaining planes. 

As Lieut. Bishop, he roamed the 
skies in his Nieuport Scout, 
sniping at balloons, dog-fighting 
with planes, creating terror by 
machine-gunning troops. ... He 
was a hellion on wings, and he 
hated to fly home. ... He was 
promoted to a captaincy within 
six weeks after joining the squad- 
ron... .On the last day of April, 
1917, Bishop battled nine times in 
two hours, engaging 11 enemy 
planes in the first hour. He shot 
down two, dispersed the rest. A 
couple of days later, he accounted 
for three more, and on June 2 he 
raided a German airdrome 12 
miles inside the enemy lines, and 
bagged four planes.

If the world had forgotten the out- 
rages committed by Japanese soldiers 
at Shanghai, at Nanking, at a hundred 
other cities, towns and villages in 
China, it has been given a terrible re- 
minder by the horrifying statement 
which Mr. Anthony Eden had to make 
to the British House of Commons. The 
Statement would not of course have 
been made without convincing evidence 
of its authenticity, and there is little 
room to hope that it may prove to be 
either unfounded or exaggerated. 

If anything was needed to stiffen 
the resolution of the Allied peoples to 
smash this barbarian power that has 
run amok in the Orient, these atrocities 
must surely supply the incentive. These 
outrages were not committed without 
the knowledge and connivance of the 
Japanese military leaders, if even with- 
out their instigation. And what was 
done at Hong Kong is liable—even like- 
ly—to be done wherever the Japanese 
power extends. 

Two inferences stand out with the 
clearness of demonstrated facts: 

One is that Tokyo has no fear of a 
day of reckoning. However confident 
the Allied peoples may be that such a 
day will come, the enemy is equally 
certain that his deviltry will never be 
punished. 

The other is that Japanese people 
living in Canada and the United States 
must be treated in a way to give them 
no just cause for complaint—else a 
fearful vengeance will be executed upon 
our prisoners of war and the western 
civilians of all ages and both sexes who 
are now at the mercy of the perpetra- 
tors of these atrocities. There are more 
than 1,600 Canadian soldiers in Japan- 
ese internment camps. We must not 
forget that, under any impulse to re- 
venge. 


$80,000,000 More Wheat Money 


During the coming crop year the 
Dominion Government will accept de- 
livery of 280 million bushels of western 
wheat, against 230 millions during 
the present year. The price will be 90 
cents per bushel, against 70 cents. The 
total of wheat money going to the 
growers will, on this basis, be $205 mil- 
lions, compared with $125 millions this 
year; an increase of $80 millions. 

This will not put the wheat grower 
in a8 good position as the farmer who 
grows coarse grain and feeds it to 
stock. The emphasis is still on mixed 
farming, as against wheat growing, 
bacon and other stock products being 
more urgently needed than wheat. The 
aim is to keep wheat acreage down to 
about 20 or 21 million acres, the figure 
to which it was brought by a reduction 
of 9 million acres last year. 

To prevent flour and bread prices 
going up, the wheat board will continue 
to sell wheat to the millers at a price 
in keeping with the “ceiling” establish- 
ed for these commodities; that is, at a 


loss of something more than the 20 | 


cent advance in the 
growers, 

No picture sketched at this time of 
the wheat situation ten or twelve 


price paid to 


months hence can be any better than a 


guess. Australia is cut off from the 
British market. The shipping routes 
from Argentina and India are infested 
by enemy submarines, and will be in- 
definitely. Britain may therefore have 
to call on Canada next year for far 
more than presently foreseeable wheat 
requirements; and the 280 million 
bushel delivery limit may have to be 
moved up to 300 millions or more. In 


which event the grower will benefit by | 


the 90 cent per bushel ruling on what- 
ever extra amount he may grow and is 
able to deliver. 

While it may not be as rosy as he 
would desire, the outlook for the wheat 
grower on the eve of seeding is very 
much brighter than it was a year ago. 
ae ee 


Away With Restrictions 


The date of the Dominion plebiscite | 


has been announced, Monday, April 
27th. This is earlier than previously 
Suggested, and leaves a minimum of 
time for making the necessary ar- 
rangements, 


The voters will not be asked to vote | 


for or against conscription for oversea 
service. They are being asked to free 
the Government and parliament from 
any and all pledges to not employ con- 
scription if and when that is required. 

If and when it may be required is a 
matter in which the decision must rest 
with the Government, acting under ad- 
vice of the military authorities, and 
with the sanction of parliament. An 
intelligent decision is possible only in 
the light of complete information and 
in consultation with the Governments 
of the other United Nations, 
formation can be available only to those 
charged with the responsibility of gov- 
erning. 

In the circumstances of 1940 the 
Government announced its intention to 
recruit forces for oversea service by

voluntary enlistment only. The major 
opposition party gave the same assur- 
ance to the country. The overwhelm- 
ing majority of the members of parlia- 
ment are therefore pledged to not adopt 
a conscriptive measure. It is to free 
Government and parliament from these 
1940 pledges that the plebiscite is being 
taken. 

The question on the ballot paper will 


be; ‘Are you in favor of releasing 
the Government from any obligation 
arising out of any past commitments 


restricting the methods of raising men 
for military service?” 

To this ‘question there can be only 
one answer by anyone who rightly 
comprehends the difference between 
the conditions of 1942 and those of 
1940. The whole of the Atlantic ocean 
and the whole of the Pacific ocean are 
now war zones, in the most _ realistic 
sense of the term. It is no longer a re- 
gional war, but a universal war. 

No one can foresee to what part of 
the world it may be necessary to send 
Canadian troops, nor in what numbers 
they may have to be sent, nor how 
quickly they may have to be recruited. 
Voluntary enlistment has met the needs 
up to the present and is still meeting 
them, but the needs of the future can- 
not be measured by those of the past or 
of the present. This is an all-out war, 
and there should be no barrier to all-out 
employment of the nation’s man- 
power wherever the swiftly unfolding 
events may require. 

A thunderous “Yes” should be 
the response from ee polling booths.

Looking Backward 


From The Bulletin Files 


1892—50 Years Ago 


The completion of the C. and E. railway 
to Edmonton last August practically added a 
new province to the Dominion of Canada, a 
province of more fertility, more pleasant and 
healthful climate, and more abundant and 
varied resources than possessed by any other 
—that is the upper valley of the great Sas- 
katchewan river—commonly ¢alled Northern 
Alberta, with its tributary territory of the 
vast Mackenzie basin. Although geograph- 
ically and politically the region was hitherto 
as much a part of Canada as it is now, com- 
cercially and socially it was not, and could 
not be as long as the railway station nearest 
to its trade centre, which is the town of Ed- 
monton, was 200 miles away. 

Edmonton is the oldest agricultural 
settlement in the Northwest, farming having 
been carried on here by the Hudson's Bay 
Co., and afterwards by settlers, for over 50 
years, The first farming by settlers was 
probably done in the 60's, it increased con- 
siderably during the 70's and still more 
rapidly in the early 80's, when it was confi- 
dently expected that the C.P.R. would come 
by way of Edmonton,= 

The Edmonton district claims pre-emin- 
ence as a mixed farming country, but it can 
stand the wheat test. Wheat has’been grown 
at Edmonton ever since farming has been 
carried on here,

The bitterness of the anti-British cam- 
paign being waged by the Nationalists in 
Quebec is so much wanton and wasted 
venom, 

It is wanton because it is founded on 
prejudice rather than on considered. judg- 
ment and good sense 

It is wasted because the overwhelming 
majority of the people of 
Canada have already 
made up their minds 
about what they are go- 
ing to do and what they 
must do. 

It is venom because 
any stand taken against 
the purport of the plebis-

In short, everybody in Australia be- 
tween puerility and senility has been 
ordered into the job of defeating the Axis 
and keeping the unspeakable little brown 
monkey men out of the country. 

Was 
there any single voice throughout the 
length and breadth of that far-flung Com- 
monwealth raised in protest? 

Not a single one! 

On the contrary, shrill-voiced boys, 
not yet out of school, jostled old men, 
with shaking hands and mumbling jaws, to 
crowd into the armies being hasitly form- 
ed for the defence of Australia. 

Some of our patriots who continually 
prate, in honeyed and mellifluous phrases, 
about their great love for Canada, might 
profitably look over across the Pacific and 
learn the vast differece between words 
and deeds. 

Canada’s Danger 

This is Australia’s way. And even the 
most somnolent among us, €ven the most 
reluctant and wordy patriots, admit that 
Australia is doing the proper thing. 

But this is what our smug “business as 
usual” boys and argumentative national- 
ists refuse to admit; that Canada is in 
exactly the same danger as Australia. 

As a matter of actual fact, as every man 
of mature and competent judgment knows 
in his heart, Canada is in ten times greater 
danger than Australia. 

The facts are these; 

Japan cannot win the war by knocking 
Australia out. She can only win the war 
by knocking out the United States. And 
to disable the United States, she must dis- 
able Canada, Indeed, a landing in Canada 
would be the logical prelude to a blow 
against the United States, ; 

Once the United States was disabled 
and her great productive areas incapaci- 
tated, Japan could gain control of Aus- 
tralia at her leisure and with a consider- 
ably smaller loss. 

In point of strategy, an attack on Can- 


ada should precede any attack against 
either Australia or the United States, 

Japan, however, may strike at Aus- 
tralia first, She may have some reason for 
it 


But that- does not mean that when 
Canada’s turn comes, as it must come if 
Japan really hopes to win the war, Japan 
will not strike against this country ten 
times harder and ten times more fero- 


‘ciously than she ever assaulted any other 


objective in the Pacific. 

For Canada, so far as Japan is con- 
cerned, represents the winning round, the 
great, all-out effort to win the war and 
take what she pleases in the whole Pacific 
area. 

What sane person, in the face of that 
absolutely faithful picture, can stop to 
argue and debate and haggle over con- 
scription or the plebiscite which leads up 
to conscription? 

It is criminal nonsense. 


Little and Late 

This whole war has been the tragic 
story of a series of nations who talked as 
factional vanity and dull-witted complac- 
ency are talking in Canada today.

Nation And The State Are Not The Same 


Private Loyal ‘Groups Should Be ‘ 


Entrusted With National 
Defence Tasks 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

In continuing today a discussion of the 
problem of mobilizing the nation instead 
of merely the state, let us look at a prime 
question of civilian and military defence: 
the question of the fifth column. 

As I have stated in a previous column, 
and as the nation and the U.S. department 
of justice very well know, we are dealing 
on this continent with a 
mass Organization for 
propaganda, es pio nage, 
and sabotage. 

The department of 
justice complains that it 
is understaffed — a dis- 
patch from Washington 
on Saturday quoted Mr. 
Biddle as saying that 
there were only 350 F.B.I. 
agents on the whole west 
coast,

Now that is not enough, but it is not | 


possible to have enough to deal with this 
problem. It cannot be dealt with that 
way at all. No F.B.I. can by itself deal 
with a mass conspiracy that includes 
everything from active sabotage to the 
spreading of rumors, to infiltrating into 
every sort of group, to backing up native 
Fascists, to spreading distrust against the 
Allies and in general breaking down con- 
fidence, 

The potential fifth columnists in this 
country, those who have already been in 
one form of fascist organization or another, 
number hundreds of thousands, And that 
sort of mass organization can only be met 
by a much greater counter mass organiza- 
tion, 


Private Groups 


But actually counter-espionage and 
counter-propaganda organizations exist, 
financed and staffed by private patriotic 
groups. They exist among the Germans 
and Italians, for instance—such. groups as 
the Mazzini Society, and the Loyal Ameri- 
cans 6f German descent, 

These organizations and many more do, 
to an extent, enjoy the co-operation of the 
F.B.I, They do, for instance, send inform- 
ation to the F.B.I, whose agents then con- 
sider whether the information warrants 


investigation or whether any law has been 
broken, But it isn’t against the law in this 
country to spread pro-Axis propaganda 
and whispering campaigns. 

And, actually, the friendly and active 
“enemy” aliens who could help with 
counter-espionage are being treated just 
like the Fascists, 

The problem of eliminating organized 
internal enemies is the problem of pushing 


| them out of the places where they can act. 


A mass organization of people, whose 


| members, whenever they heard Axis pro- 
| vaganda being spoken publicly or private- 


ly—and if Mr. Fish doesn’t recognize Axis 
propaganda the people do—and were 


‘ backed up by the local police in asking 


quietly for the speaker’s name and address, 
would. soon stop this sort of talk in 


América. 
: Workers Loyal 

The workers of this country are ninety- 
nine per cent loyal and they alone can re- 
move saboteurs or potential saboteurs from 
their midst, They can do it through their 
union organizations, But they must be 
given the responsibility for doing it. 

Every single local in this country 
should be given lectures on the way the 
fifth column works, and how to discover 
its agents, and in every war industry fac- 
tory there should be an anti-sabotage 
council charged to watch out for suspicious 
persons, as well as for laxities in general. 

Such councils would be more than anti- 
sabotage groups; their mere existence 
would prevent sabotage in most cases, and 
they would be a powerful agency for 
morale in general. 

Of course, the argument against any 
effective way of dealing with the fifth 
column will be that we shall institute 
vigilantism. Organized vigilance on the 
part of the people, and vigilantism are not 
the same thing. 


Protect the Nation 


The government's attitude is that the 
state must be protected, through its agen- 
cies, against sabotage. But it is not merely 
the state, it is the nation that must be pro- 
tected, and only the nation—the organized 
people—can protect the nation. 

The government must give advice. But 
the organized people alone can do the job. 
The job is not only the job of protecting 
loyal workers against disloyal. It is the 
job of protecting loyal Germans and Ital-

ians against suspicion attending their 
nationals, 

If a burglar breaks into my house, I 
will certainly, if I can, call a cop, But 
meanwhile I will defend myself. But in 
defending society, we expect to leave it all 
to the cops, 

The government is trying to organize 
the country. But the country is already 
organized—in tens of thousands of groups, 
each with its own hobby or purpose, and 
each with its own natural leaders. 

The problem of mobilizing the nation is 
to give every one of these groups some- 
thing to do, right where it is, under its 
own leadershiv, without drawing off the 
leadership to the state, and trying to re- 
organize everything. For to do the latter 
means to demobilize the creative, already 
functioning groups in society instead of 
using them. 

Home Guard 


Do we need a home guard? Let the 
American Legion organize it. Give them 
advice, check what they are doing, but 
let them do it and let them have the honor 
of doing some one thing well. Do we need 
more doctors for the army? Turn the job 
over to the medical societies, who have all 
the information on every one of their 
members right at hand. 

I have said it before and I say it again: 
The secret of efficiency lies in the integra- 
tion of free energies under their natural 
and self-selected leadership. There is no 
other way totally to mobilize a nation. And 
it is also the only protection against the 
growth of an enormous bureaucratic octo- 
pus, the demobilization of which will be a 
maicr problem once this war is over. 

The government is spending hundreds 
of millions of dollars to accomplish things 
that it could get done for next to nothing 
and get done better, if it would make this 
a people’s war instead of an administra- 
tion's war. 

And, incidentally, this is the old Amer- 
ican way of doing things, in which the 
Americans have demonstrated their genius 
over and over again. Wars are not won by 
card catalogues and paper work and press 
agents and memoranda in quadruplicate. 
They are won by people, acting. Doing is 
the basis of morale. 
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bewildered army of six million hard 
fighting Frenchmen. 

Why? Because the French, for all their 
skill and valor, were still stumbling in the 
fog of “It can't happen here”, ? 

Canada is remarkabiy lucky to be in a 
position and to have the time to take a 
plebiscite on April 27. Some of the others 
did not have the opportunity to indulge in 
this senseless debate, 

‘Fifth Column 

No one wishes to impugn the loyalty of 
those who fight against conscription in 
Canada. ys 

Everyone is entitled to an opinion— 
until the stubborn defence of that opinion 
becomes a national calamity. 

Everyone has a right to his or her 
principies—until those principles entail 
national suicide, 

Nevertheless it would be discourteous 
to suggest that there is any conscious dis- 
loyalty behind opposition to conscription. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
disloyalty does not always hide behind a 
guttural accent or slanted eyes. The fifth 
column is just as frequently the creation 
of folly as it is the creation of ill-will. 

And conscription, in face of the sombre 
facts, has become such an immediate 


‘ necesity, so far beyond the scope of pub- 


lie debate, that those who oppose it must 
be suspected of a fifth column bias no 
matter how much they love Canada, 

If Canadians love Canada, this is the 
time for them to show it—not in oratory, 
or declamation or moving protestations of 
affection, but in the sinking of personal 
prejudices, the subjugation of stubborn 
notions and the sacrifice of factional ideals 
to the welfare of this beloved land against 
whose very doors the obscene madmen of 
Asia have already directed their frenzied 
chattering.

Why Sugar Is Rationed 


In order that Canadians may whole- 
heartedly respond to the appeal of Mr, 
Donald Gordon, chairman of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board, to conserve 
sugar, it is well that they should under- 
stand the reason for this restriction. 

The plain fact of the matter is that 
Sugar cane is required for the manufacture 
of ethy] alcohol required in the production 
of explosives, Five discharges from a six- 
teen-inch gun consume the sugar cane 
from one acre of plantation. Ethy] alcohol 
is produced largely from sugar molasses. 
Its high content, seventy-eight per cent, 
makes a gallon go half as far again in the 
distillation of alcohol «as does ordinary 
black-strap molasses, which is a_ by- 
product of sugar refining. 

Because of the demands of the war it is 
estimated that the United States faces a 
sugar shortage of from 500,000 to 1,000,000 
tons, These demands arise from the tre- 
mendously increased requirement for ethy! 
alcohol, In Europe, ethy! alcohol is proe 
duced largely from potatoes and grain, 
and to some extent from beets. Japan pro- 
duces nearly enough sugar from Formosa 
for her uses, Now that various sources of 
Supply are cut off in the Pacific, it is nece 
essary to take steps to prevent any short- 
age in the amount of industrial alcohol 
required in the production of munitions. 
Canadians should be glad to do their part 
in this saving of sugar:—Brantford Ex- 
positor, 


Conscription Of Wealth 


Government Should Take Over * 


Sole Right of Making and 
Controlling Money

Part of the trouble is in the 
word itself, With regard to man-power it 
carries all the animosities of the last war 
and regarding wealth and industry it 
seems to carry a threat of comfiscation to 
those who are afraid of it. We are ina 
total war, One sign after another has been 
placed before us and blind we are if we 
cannot read, Dunkirk, Norway, Greece, 
Crete, Malaya and now Singapore. It is 
time our elected leaders, in all parties, 
stopped playing either political or finan- 
cial games and placed our houses in “total 
war” order, . 

As to compulsory service, we already 
have that; the question is of overseas ser- 
vice, 

Apparently we have as many men 
overseas as are. trained or can be equipped 
for we are to have an enquiry regarding 
troops being sent to Hong Kong without 
a proper period of training. 


Controversial 


So there was no need of the overseas 
service being so controversial a question 
now, and when there was necessity we had 
a parliament to deal with it. 

We cannot believe the King government 
was all to blame in the matter, 

Western members of the Conservative 
Party were not slow in claiming that the 
choosing of Mr, Meighen was stage-man- 
aged. Undoubtedly, politics is a game any 
party plays, but there is no place for it in a 
country at war. 

The problem of one province saying, 
what shal) or shall not be in Federal gov- 
ernment, is another matter and should 
neve been dealt with long ago by preven- 

on, 

Education and the English language 
would have done more for the develop- 
ment of national spirit than any number 
of speeches. Many times the Maritimes 
have felt that federal legislation was to 
their hurt, but we are a democracy so we 
bowed to the will of the majority. 


Conscripting Wealth 


It is amusing to hear certain quarters 
asking sarcastically “What do you mean by 
conscripting wealth, Isn't industry taxed to 
the limit now?” 

They try to sound so innocent, yet let 
one reform with regard to money be men- 
tioned and they will immediately cry 
“crackpot” or some such epithet. 

The excess profits tax, the priorities, 
rationing, and price controls do take large 
too! from industry, But are all machines 
working to the limit of our man power? 
Is all Our manpower utilized? 

We cannot claim a total war basis until 
every possible machine is working 24 
hours per day and every man available is 
at work. Able bodied men can be replaced 
by women (and this is being done) in 
clerical work while the men keep the 
machines rolling. 

Apparently the production of equip. 
ment is still far, far below what it should 
be, Ships are scarce, Why are not wooden 
ships built in New Brunswick? 

Our Islands have boat builders quite 
capable of turning out competent work, 
To be sure we cannot supply teak or cye 
press but our old time ships of native Jum- 
ber lasted fifty years or more and surely 
the shipping situation will be changed ine 
side fifty years, 

To accomplish a total war basis in ine 
dustry needs vision and great enthusiasm 
as well as executive ability, but it can be 
done, 

Currency and Credit 

The first and great essential in the cone 

scription of money is that the government 
take over its issue, both currency and 
credit. This would neither nationalize the 
banks nor put them out of business. It 
would put commercial banking on a foot» 
ing with other private business, 
_ A luxury tax is another measure used 
in the last war which is far more equite 
able than the sales tax. But if those who 
ask the question want to know how to cone 
script money they have only to ask men 
who have studied the question. And money 
reform is not confiscation, it is just use of 
the sovereign right of the government to 
make and control money, 

In the last analysis the conscription we 
need. is that which will produce, “Produee 
tion” must be our slogan,

The wire, from the Canadian Legion 
branch at Raymond, said at least 
50 Japanese were now in the dis- 
trict looking for work. 

“From other reports it appears 
that the number is closer to 70 
and Iam told that the beet grow- 
ing districts are expected to take 
500 families,” Mr, Walker said.

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WINNIPEG GRAIN MARKETS 
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Crown’s Motion 
Is Rejected In 
tier Appeal 


Motion by the Crown to the 
appellate division of the Supreme 
Court of Alberta for an order 
Staying entry of the formal judg- 
ment and directing that the 
appeal of 35 tobacco manufactur- 
ers, wholesalers and jobbers be 
re-argued was dismissed in a un- 
animous judgment handed down 
Wednesday. The judgment, writ- 
ten by Chief Justice Hon. Horace 
Harvey was concurred in by Mr. 
Justice Frank Ford, Mr. Justice 
H. W. Lunney and Mr. Justice 
A. F, Ewing. 

Of February 5 last the Appeal 
Court handed down a unanimous 
judgment allowing the appeal of 
the tobacco companies and individ- 
ual tobacco jobbers and ordered 
convictions registered on charges of 
infractions of the Combines Act 
squashed. Fines totalling $221,500 
were imposed ranging from a high 
of $25,000 to a low of $250. 


CROWN’S ARGUMENT 


The crown sought a re-argument 
of the appeal on the ground that 
Mr. Justice A, H. Clarke, one of the 
five judgés of the appeal court who 
heard the appeal, had died before 
the judgment had been delivered 
and therefore the court was without 
jurisdiction to deliver its judg- 
ment because, while nothing was 
known of the opinion formed by 
the deceased judge, yet he might 
have dissented on one or more 
grounds of law which would give 
the crown a right of appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Canada, 


The Crown raised the further 
ground that section 32 of the 
Judicature Act of Alberta, which 
On its face gives the court juris- 
diction to deliver its judgment 
as it did, was ultra vires the 
legislature of Alberta because it 
deals with criminal procedure, 8 
“matter reserved to the federal 
parliament by the British North 
America Act, 

The court dismissed the motion 
on the ground that the court of 
four judges was not only competent 
to give judgment on the appeal, 
but was under a legal duty to do 50. 


BEYOND POWER 


The motion was dismissed also on 
the ground that the court, once 
having intimated its decision to the 
registrar of the appellate division, it 
was not within the jurisdiction of 
the court to recall and vary that 
decision either with or without re- 
argument.

Bill To Amend 
Soldiers Act

A bill to amend the Soldiers’ 
Retier act, 1940, by giving the

40-Minute Rule 
On Speeches In 


HouseRemains 


The legislature on Tuesday re- 
jected a motion by George Mac- 
Lechlan, Ind., Pembina, that the 
40-minute limit on speeches in 
the legislature be deleted to al- 
low unlimited time for all 
speeches. 

Speaking to his motion, the Inde- 
pendent member said he felt the 
present house rule was unfair as it 
allowed unlimited time to all cabi- 
net ministers, as well as the mover 
of a resolution, while only the lead- 
er on the opposition side was ac- 
corded this privilege. 

“I have moved this resolution,” 
he said, “but I would support any 
amendment which would provide a 
fairer allocation of speaking time 
than the present rule.” 

FAVORS FORMER RULE 

Andrew Davison, Ind., Calgary, 
moved an amendment that the 
house revert to the rule which pre- 
vailed prior to 1939 under which 
two speakers on either side only 
had unlimited time. 

This amendment was defeated on 
a standing vote of 33 to 19, with the 
Social Credit members solidly op- 
posing it and the opposition voting 
solidly in support. The original re- 
solution was then defeated on a 
voice vote. 

J. J. Bowlen, Lib., Calgary, felt 
that elimination of the speech limit 
would not unduly prolong debates 
and that the rule was not necessary 
in the provincial legislature as it 
was in the larger body of parlia- 
ment. 

Willlam Tomyn, 8.C., Willing- 
don, argued that 40 minutes was 

sufficient and recalled that J. W. 
Hugill, K.C., one-time attorney- 
general under the Social Credit 
government, had once made a 
speech that lasted three days. He 
said that deletion of the present 
rule opened the danger of a 
“filibuster”. 

A. V. Bourcier, S.C., Lac Ste. 
Anne, opposed the amendment but 
said he felt some compromise 
should be reached. He felt that, 
between the present restriction and 
unlimited speaking time, restric 
tion was the greater evil.

Bill To Amend University Act Introduced In Legislature 


War Services Badges Are Available 


Board Of Governors Will 


Exercise Major Control; 


Senate Members Reduced 


Giving practically full powers of control of the affairs 
of the University of Alberta to the board of governors, a bill 
tc amend and consolidate the University Act was introduced 
in the legislature Tuesday and given first reading. 


The bill, considered one of the + 


most important legislative acts of 

the present session, was introduc- 
ed by Premier William Aberhart, 

who is minister of education. It 
is a document of some 40 type-’ 
written pages, 

The amendments contained in the 
bill are almost entirely in accord 
with recommendations made by a 
special committee, headed by H. H. 
Parlee, K.C., chairman of the board 
of governors, that investiga‘ed sd- 
ministration and organization of 
the university, The committee's re- 
port was made to the government 
January 30. 


REDUCE SENATE'S POWERS 


Government officials 
that the general effect of the bill 
is to reduce the powers of the sen- 
ate, many of these powers given to 
the general faculty council, These 
include the granting of academic 
degrees. 

The membership of the senate is 
reduced from 54 to 25 and the 
method of choosing the members is 
changed. Formerly a large number 
were elected by the alumni, while 
now the president and vice-presi- 
dent of the alumni association are 
ex-officio members of the senate. 

The board of governors has been 
given a few added powers, while its 
membership remains at the present 
number of 13, The survey com- 
mittee had recommended 15. The 
board is given power to appoint a 
vice-president of the university. . 

Under the new act the chancellor 
shal] hold office for four years and 
until his successor is elected. He

In A.R.P. Work 
Will Be Sought 


Active co-operation of the pro- 
vincia] government in air raid 
precaution activities will be 
sought by the Edmonton Air Raid 
Precaution committee, and Mayor 
John W. Fry was delegated by the 
committee to interview provincial 
officials concerning assistance 
vitally needed to complete black- 
out and other plans in Edmon- 
ton, 

Decision to appeal to the gov- 
ernment for co-operation came 
when it was pointed out by Major 
A. P, Chattell, D.S.0., chairman of 
the Air Warden committee, that any 
blackout to be successful must em- 
brace towns jin-the vicinity of Ed- 
monton. The services of the pro- 
vincial government will be sought 
in co-ordinating blackouts in these 
towns with the city’s future exper- 
ments, 


10-MINUTE BLACKOUT 

Lt. Col. E. Brown, M.M., was of 
the opinion that a 10-minute ex- 
perimental blackout should be held 
in the very near future. He said 
the recent experiment hdd been 
most instructive, but further tests 
were necessary before al] the faults 
found then could be corrected. 

Major Chattell, reporting on the 
result of the recent blackout said 
that it would be necessary to have 
an air warden for every city block 
Present personnel was not suffici- 
ent to meet this need, he added, 
and appealed for volunteers to un- 
dertake this very necessary work, 
He intimated that a recruiting cam- 
paign was being carried on, but 
this must be intensified to reach 
the objective of 1,000 air wardens 
for the city. 

He sald the blackout had been 
extremely instructive, and the 
public most co-operative, but only 
constant training would achieve 
perfect results. 

A blackout of Edmonton cannot 
be effective unless the towns ad- 
jacent to the city co-operate in a 
genera] blackout. During the ex- 
periment made recently lights in 
a(jacent towns pin-pointed the city 
perfectly for enemy air craft, Major 
Chattell stated. 


CONSTANT DRILLS 

Major Chattell expressed the 
Opinion that until the air warden 
personnel had been completed, it 
would be advisable to postpone any 
fur‘her blackout tests. He suggest- 
ed that the next test take place in 
the fall. 

In the meantime the different 
Phases of air raid precautions work 
would be continued and constant 
Practice drills undertaken to ready 
volunteers for any eventuality.

The badge is granted to all men 
who have served in the naval, mili- 
tary or air services on active ser- 
vice in the present war, under an 
engagement where they were liable 
for overseas service 


Application forms for these 
badges are being sent out to all} 
active service units in the prov- 


ince. 

There are two classes of appli- 
cation forms. One is for men who 
have been discharged after active 
service because of medical unfit- 
ness, The other is for those who 
have been or will be discharged for 
other honorable reasons, other than 
medical unfitness In this class 
would be those who enlisted while 
under age or who are being return- 
ed to essential industry. 

THOSE ELIGIBLE 

To be eligible for the badge, a 
man who has been honorably dis- 
charged for any reason other than 
physical disability, due to wounds 
received in service, will be required 
to make a sworn declaration of his 
willingness to present himself for 
unqualified re-enlistment whenever 
required during the present war. 

It will be an offence for any per- 
son to wear the service badge who 
is not entitled to do so. 

The badge is of quilted metal fin- 
ished rhodium plate in the form of 
a shield with three maple leaves in

Women Healthful, Interesting

ST. ANNE DE BELLEVUE, Quc., 
Mach 11--(BUP)—There's a won- 
derful new machine at MacDonaia 
College in this sleepy French vil- 
lage: They put in civilians, girl 
civilians, some blonde, some brun- 
ette, some glamorous, some plain 
Janes—and out come women sold- 
jiers, all uniformly neat, trim and 
smart in khaki uniforms, This new 
war industry is the Canadian Wo- 
men’s Army Corps Training Centre. 

Last week a press pafty from 
Montreal took a looksee at the new 
invention. We walked for miles 
along stone corridors, ringing with 
the click of military heels. We saw 
the girls eating army rations. We 
saw where they slept on spartan 
iron beds. We saw them in classes 
learning map reading, anti-gas pre- 
cautions and other tricks of the 
trade of war. 

On our way to the school our 
car got stuck on the snow-drified 
road over which the women in uni- 
form take four or five mile route 
marches daily, And this is the high- 
way over which Canadian women, 
after twoand a half years of clamor- 
ing for the opportunity, are going 
to march to war. 


SCHOOL I8 NEW 

The C.W.A.C. took over Teachers’

The effect of another section is 
that Hon. Mr. Justice Frank Ford, 
appointed chancellor last year, will 
continue in office for four years 
from the date the act comes into 
force.

The board of governors, under the 
new act, is empowered to appoint a 
business manager for the university, 
who shall have the title of comp- 
troller and have charge of the day 
to day supervision of university af- 
fairs.

of finding out whether the growth 
is benign or cancerous, and second, 
is the problem of what is the best 
way to treat it. 

It is sometimes difficult to decide 
whether the growth is cancerous or 
hon-cancerous unless the most care- 
ful tests are used, and certainly 
there is no way in which the patient 
can tell the difference for herself by 
any tests she is able to make at 
home. It is therefore important that 
she repost to her physician. 

As a general rule, if there is more 
than one lump, these are benign 
Also, if there are lumps in both 
breasts, they are usually beniga. 
The benign tumor is more likely to 
cause breast pain than is the malig- 
nant tumor, The average age of 
women developing benign tumors is 
about 36. 

Some of the signs which point to 

cancer of the breast are: the appear- 
ance of a single lump in the breast 
of a patient of middle age; discharge 
from the breast, especially when 
there is a lump which may be felt; 
a peculiar appearance of the skin 
over a lump called “dimpling”; and 
a change in the size of one of the 
breasts. The average woman de- 
veloping the malignant type of 
breast tumor is a little over 49. 
I can not ..»phasize too strongly 
the need of prompt attention when 
any lump manifests itself in breast 
tissue. There is the possibility that 
such a growth is benign, but there 
is the opposite possibility that it is 
cancerous, In the latter case, neglect 
of treatment may threaten the 
future welfare of the patient.
